A tax increase averaging just 
under 5 cents for each $100 af 
assessed valuation would retire 
the school bonds over a 20-year 
period.

Average size of each elemen- 
tary class in St. Louis is 38 
pupils. Rooms with more than 
40 children are not uncommon. 
These figures would be even 
higher if it were not for a costly 
($90,000 a year) and complex 
system of transporting 2500 
youngsters daily from crowded 
areas to schools with smaller 
classes. The new buildings would 
end the need for this practice. 

Of 18 cities with over 500,000 
population, only four—Chicago, 
Baltimore, Washington and 
Houston—have larger average 
classes than St. Louis. Average 
sizes of classes in the other 13 
cities are smaller by from one 
to nine children. Buffalo has 
the smallest classes, averaging 
29 pupils. 

Hurts Children, Hickey Says. 

“Make no mistake about it, 
we are carrying a terrifically 
heavy class load,” Superintend- 
ent of Instruction Phillip J. 
Hickey has said, “It hurts the 
children and it hurts the teach- 


ers. 

“With desegregation in the 
elementary schools starting next 
fall, we will be able to reduce 
our average class size to 37. 
Only with the buildings pro- 
posed in the bond issue can we 
cut the class load to 32, which 
is our goal.”

334,675 Federal Grant 
Received by St. Louis 
_ Authority. 


A check for $540,543—the first 
installment on a federal grant 
of $1,334,675 for redevelopment 
of the blighted Plaza area—was 
received today by the St. Louis 
Land Clearance for Redevelop- 
ment Authority. 

The check came from the 
Federal Housing and Home Fi- 
nance Agency, which is helping 


blocks for a public park and a 
private housing project. Through 
the capital grant the féderal 
agency defrays two-thirds of the 
‘cost of cléaring the area and 
selling part of it at reduced 
price to a redeveloper who will 
build 1100 apartments for mid- 
dle-income tenants. 

Demolition of oid buildings is 
now under way in the area 
bounded roughly by Market, 
Olive, Fourteenth and Eighteenth 
streets, The municipal Land 
Clearance Authority soon will 
advertise five and one-half 
blocks for sale as the site of the 
housing project. 

In addition to contributing 
$1,334,675, the Federal Govern- 
ment has arranged to lend the 
Land Clearance Authority $4,- 
155,775 to finance operations 
until the city’s undertaking is 
completed. 

Rehabilitation of the Plaza 
area is the first urban redevel- 
opment project in St. Louis. If 
voters in Thursday’s special elec- 
tion approve a bond tssue pro- 
posal to create a $10,000,000 
fund for slum clearance, other 
projects will follew. 

The city hopes to redevelop 
Mill Creek Valley and seven 
other blighted districts with new 
factories, stores or apartments, 
and the Federal Government is 
prepared to contribute $2 for 
each $1 the city spends in such 
projects.

SUPREME COURT 
UPSETS THREE 


Amendment. 


WASHINGTON, May 23 (AP) 
— The Supreme Court today 
threw out the contempt of Con- 
gress convictions of two top of- 
ficials of the left-wing United 
Electrical Workers’ Union and 
of the general manager of the 
Communist newspaper, the Daily

a ruling on whether the First, 
or Free Speech amendment to

After Havey was fired by 
Wortman because of his. rough 
handling of unruly customers, 
he took Mueller, doorman at the 
club, with him, and the two 
rented an apartment upstairs 
over Koenig. 

This apartment was then used 
as a base of a racing-results serv- 
ive, which challenged the dome 
ination of Wortman over horse- 
racing and baseball betting in 
the St. Louis area.

INDIA IS REPORTED

WASHINGTON, May 23 (UP) 
—Two Stanford University econ- 
omists reported yesterday that 
India is out-producing Commu- 
nist China by using planned 
democratic techniques to build 
up its economy. 


The report by Yuan-li Wu and 
Robert C. North was published 
in the current issue of Prob- 
lems of Communism, a magazine 
issued by the United States 
Information Agency. 


The report said India, using 
slower, democratic measures, is

capita than does China, the two 
men said.

BOWLES URGES 
TO HALT, REDS

WASHINGTON, May 23— 
Chester Bowles, former Ambas- 
sador to India, récommended to- 
day an expanded program of 
economic aid to underdeveloped 
countries as a means of prevent- 
ing further Communist ad- 
vances. 

Testifying before the Senate 
Foreign Relations Committee on 
the Administration’s $3,408,000,- 
000 foreign aid program, Bowles 
called for a definition of “pow- 
er’ that stresses “people and 


| ideas” rather than military 
| might and international alli- 
| ances. 


Bowles pointed out that ideas 
were behind the conquest of 
China by the Communists and 
the liberation of India from the 
British, while military power 
and the expenditure of three 
billion dollars in French Indo- 
china were of little avail in the 
face of the Communist assault. 

“The. struggle of the next 
decade,’ Bowles said, “may not 
be so much a battle of bombs 
and bodies as of ideas. faith, 
conviction and resources.” 

Bowles said the Senate should 
reject the idea that foreign aid 
can purchase allies or that loy- 
alty can be bought. He said it 
was. erroneous to think the giv- 
ing of assistance would assure 
gratitude, and urged that aid not 
be distributed on the basis of 
the anti-Communism manifested 
by the recipients. 

Bowles cautioned against try- 
ing to work with corrupt or 
feudal governments and recom- 
mended that the United States 
formulate a strong policy on 
colonialism. He restated his be- 
lief that progress in underdevel- 
oped countries must start at the 
bottom if it is to have a signifi- 
cant base. 

Ht is important, Bowles con- 
tinued, that the free world draw 
clear lines and state it will

Addressing campaign workers 
at Hotel Jefferson today, he 
said: “I am not afraid of or- 
ganized opposition, but I do fear 
a light vote.

Commerce of St. Louis, said 
today. 

Addressing a luncheon of the 
Propeller Club, Port of St. 
Louis, at the Mark Twain Ho- 
tel, Kaufmann emphasized that 
the $7,547,000 in bonds pro- 
posed for flood control would 
| not be issued unless and until 
| the Federal Government makes 
| available approximately -$112,- 
000,000 in contributory funds. 

“Every time we go through 
a major flood we resolve that 
next time we will be prepared,” 
he said. “But thus far we have 
not been prepared. St. Louis, 
the largest city on the Missis- 
sippi river, is the only such city 
of anv size with no flood pro- 
| tection.” . 

The former © mayor also 
stressed the fact that the system 
of earthen embankments and 
concrete floodwalls would make 
available about 800 acres for in- 
dustrial development. The stra- 
tegic location of these industrial 

sites, now flooded periodically, 
would be certain to attract new 
industry ‘to St. Louis that would 
bring more benefits in produc, 
tion and new jobs than the 
bond outlay, he said.

SAIGON, Indochina, May 23 
(UP)—Convoys of motorized in- 
fantry moved against rebel 
strongholds in the Mekong river 
marshlands today as a prelude 
to a mop-up of the insurgent 
sects. 

Troops swung into southwest 
Cochin-China, 40 miles south- 
west of Saigon, to join the fight- 
ing against the Hao Hao warlord 
army.

Senior army officers said they 
would crush the rebels com- 
manded by long-haired guerrilla 
warfare expert, Gen. Bacut. 

The army frontline included 
shock troops which scored a vic- 
tory over the nine-battalion~pri- 
vate army of the Binh Xuyen so- 
ciety in Saigon. 

Premier Ngo Dinh Diem or- 
dered the mopup to safeguard 
his attempts to unite this divid- 
ed country and save it, from Ho 
Chi Minh’s Communists. 

The powerful Revolutionary 
Committee, meanwhile,  an- 
nounced Diem would “certainly” 
be the first president of South 
Viet Nam and vehemently denied 
it was a Communist-tinted body.

N the last year, the for- 

eign policy of the United 

States has evidently been 
plunged into a state of basic 
doubt and irresolution. Our 
leaders have veered from a 
stance of menacing tough- 
ness one day to one of sober 
responsibilty the next. 

Our conduct of foreign af- 
fairs has been studded with 
alternations of bluff and 
backdown—the fantastic 
‘‘massive retaliation’’ phase, 
the vacillation before Dien 
Bien Phu, the administra- 
tion’s blank check resolution 
on Formosa, the march-up- 
the - hill - march - down - again 
policy on Quemoy and the 
Matsus, the weekend reversal 
over negotiation with Com- 
munist China. 

Our ‘recurrent tableau in 
foreign relations has been the 
rescue of world peace by the 
President of the. United 
States from the bellicosity 
of his own appointees. 

Deeply Rooted Basic Conflict. 

Yet it is important to under- 
stand that this record of ir- 
resolution, reversal and incoher- 
ence is not a series of accidents. 
It is, I believe, deeply rooted 
in a basic conflict of views 
within the Administration, and 
within the nation as well. It will 
continue until this basic con- 
flict of views is faced and re- 
solved. 

What is the basic conflict 

of views? 

It is the result, I would sug- 
gest, of differing interpreta- 
tions of the position of the 
United States in the hydro- 
gen age, for this decade’s de- 
velopments in the weapons 
field have revolutionized the 
whole basis of foreign policy. 
The achievement by the 
United States of nuclear 
weapons was extraordinary 
enough; but the achievement 
of these weapons by the Soviet 


Union has wholly altered the 
dimensions of warfare. 


It means that the world 
will soon be entering an age 
where each of the great pow- 
ers has the capacity to ob- 
literate the other, and where 
a contest between them is 
likely to obliterate most of the 
rest of the world too—even 
perhaps to destroy all life on 
this planet. 


We have not yet reached the 
stage of nuclear equality, but 
we are approaching it all too 
rapidly. A good guess is that the 
Soviet Union is building its nu- 
clear stockpiles at such a rate 
that we will enter the era of 
stand-off in two to five years, 
This will usher in a new phase 
of human history in terms of, 
which all our problems. of 
strategy and diplomacy will have 
to be recalculated. 


Future Safety of the U.S, 


What will the era of nuclear 
equality mean for the future 
safety of the United States? It 
is this question which has pro- 
voked the basic conflict of views.

Who's Who Note 
On Schlesinger 


RTHUR M. SCHLESING- 
A ER JR., a professor of his- 

tory at Harvard University, 
won the Pulitzer prize in his- 
tory in 1946, when he was 28 
years old, for his work, “The 
Age of Jackson.” He has w 
ten other books and magazine 
articles. 

He joined the Harvard 
faculty in 1946, after Army 
service in 1945. Earlier in 
World War II, as a civilian, 
he worked for the Office of 
War Information and Office 
of Strategic Services, serving 
in the European theater. His 
father, who retired from the 
Harvard faculty last summer 
after 30 years of service, is 
also a noted historian. 

The younger Schlesinger is 
a national vice chairman of 
Americans . for Democratic 
Action;: in 1953-54 he was 
national co-chairman. In the 
1952 presidential campaign 
he was an adviser to Adlai E. 
Stevenson, Democratic nomi- 
nee. 


In one of his last and greatest 
speeches, Sir Winston argued 
that the age of nuclear plenty 
might well diminish the danger 
of total war, because all nations 
would be on an equality of 
vulnerability, and both sides 
would realize that war would 
result in mutual annihilation. 

“Then it may be,” he con- 
cluded in a noble sentence, “that 
we shall by a process of sublime 
irony have reached a stage in 
this story where safety will be 
the sturdy child of terror, and 
survival the twin brother of an- 
nihilation.” 


Judging by his somewhat frag- 
mentary utterances on this sub- 
ject, one is justified in counting 
President Eisenhower a member 
of this school. 

Senator Knowland’s Challenge. 

But the Churchill-Eisenhower 
view has been vigorously chal- 
lenged in the United States. Un- 
fortunately for public under- 
standing of the issues, this 
challenge has often been oblique 
and private. Thus one of the 
main critics of this view, Ad- 
miral Radford, the chairman of 
our Joint Chiefs of* Staff, has 
confined his objections to off- 
the-record talks and to ex- 
changes within the Administra- 
tion. Yet there has been one 
significant instance of public 
challenge. That instance was 
the speech delivered in the Sen- 
ate by Senator William Know- 
land of California, the Republi- 
can leader, on Nov. 15 last. 

Knowland’s speech had its 
cryptic and enigmatic passages, 
but its main drift was important 
and unmistakable. His predic- 


tion of the future was totally ‘ 


opposed to Churchill’s. 
“Coexistence and atomic 
stalemate,” Knowland plainly 
said, “will result in ultimate 
Communist victory.” 

Why should this be so? Be- 
cause a period of atomic stale- 
mate would be a period of 
“inevitable Communist nib- 
bling aggression.” Soviet nu- 
clear capability, posing the 
threat of atomic obliteration 
against those who would at- 
tempt resistance, would para- 
lyze and immobilize the Free 
World. 

As Communist nuclear power 
canceled out our own, we 
would lose our own capacity 
to deter piecemeal aggression. 
If the Communists should bite 
off West Berlin or Belgrade or 
Tehran, would we be prepared 
to retaliate against the Soviet 
Union at the price of trading 
New York or Washington or 
Detroit in exchange?

The entire logic of his posi- 
tion was obviously that the Unit- 
ed States, while it still retains 
its shrinking margin of power, 
must act to prevent the Commu- 
nist world from achieving nu- 
clear equality. 

Brutal Logic of Preventive War. 

Now the brutal logic of this 
position is preventive war, But 
it is evident that the American 
people—not to speak of .Presi- 
dent Eisenhower—are firmly op- 
posed to preventive war. 

Yet, when one deeply and hon- 
estly feels that we are finished 
as a nation if we permét. the 
Communists to achieve nuclear 
equality, the only hope for sur- 


the enemy while we still retain 
superiority. And the only hope 
of engaging the enemy with the 
support of our own people is to 
find a plausible pretext for fight- 
ing a small war and to parlay 
that small war into a great one. 

This, in my judgment, was the 
essential significance of the de- 
bate over Quemoy and the Mat- 
sus. These small islands off the 
China coast were important, not 
at all in terms of the defense of 
Formosa, but in terms of precipi- 
tation of atomic war while “we 
still have some initiative left.” 

At the very least, it could be 
argued, such a war would permit 
us to knock out Communist Chi- 
na. And, if the Soviet Union 
were rash enough to intervene, 
we could then clobber the Rus- 
sians while we had more nuclear 
weapons than they. 

“Time is running out,” said 
Senator Knowland, “and I would 
remind the Senate that in this 
day and age of the airplane and 
the atomic weapon time is not 
necessarily on the side of the 
free world.” 


To many this will be a 
shocking line of thought, yet 
the point to be remembered is 
that this is a serious argument 
made by high-minded people 
profoundly concerned over the 
fate of their nation and of 
freedom in the world. 

To point out that the policy 
they recommend would not 
gain the objectives they cher- 
ish is only a partial answer. 
It is also necessary to answer 
their contention that atomic 
stalemate would infallibly 
mean Communist victory. 

Is Knowland right? Or can 
Churchill’s optimism be justi- 
fied in terms of something 
other than rhetoric and wish- 
ful thinking? 

The answer to these questions 
depends on what we ourselves 
are ready to do in the period of 
atomic stalemate. If we follow 
ne kind of policy, we are all 
too likely to fulfill Knowland’s 
gloom. If we follow another 
kind, we have more than a fight- 
ing chance of fulfilling Church- 
ill’s hope. 

The concrete problem is 
how to make sure that atomic 
stalemate will not expose the 
world to Communist nibbling 
aggression. The broad answer 
is clear enough: we can check 
Communist ag gression by 
building strength and unity in 
the free world—enough nu- 
clear strength to deter the 
Soviet Union from total war, 
enough conventional armed 
strength to deter the Commu- 
nists from local aggression, 
enough social strength to hold 
our own in the battle for the 
uncommitted peoples, enough 
moral and diplomatic strength 
to maintain and develop the 
unity and dedication of the 
free nations. 

The words are simple 
enough. But the deeds are dif- 
ficult, 

Let us conside: for a moment 
the gap between what we are 


doing and what we must do if 


“How many years remain when | 
we still have some initiative 


and technical assistance to the 
underdeveloped areas. The more 
effectively we maintain our mili- 
tary strength, the more deci- 
sively we shift the contest with 
Communism to the social and 
economic battlefield. . 

And the problem whether 
the uncommitted third of the 
world will ultimately throw its 
weight on the side of Commu- 
nism or the side of freedom 
may very well be the most 
important issue of the last 
half of the twentieth century. 


A minimum program in this 
area would probably be a 
commitment of about two 
billion dollars a year for the 
next five years. Instead, the 
Eisenhower Administration 


has offered a program with 
barely more than $700,000, 
000 for economic techni- 
eal aid. 

In the moral and diplomatic 
field, we should be bending all 
our efforts toward the revitaliza-

Screening Job 


Record of Ex-Con- 
gressman Named 
to Security Board 
Is Cited.

T looks as if the boys who 

run things at the White House 

either did not do much 
screening or else do not care 
what kind of Democrat they ap- 
point on certain commissions, 
where, under the law, they have 
to appoint Democrats. They 
have just appointed to the Sub- 
versive Control Board, which 
rules on loyalty and subversives, 
an ex-Congressman from 
Georgia, John S. Wood. 

Here is his record: 

When Ralph Stanfield, a teen- 
age boy of Tate, Ga., was ser- 
iously injured by an Army truck 
on Jan. 23, 1944, Congressman 
Wood introduced a bill, as is 
customary, to comipensate him 
to the extent of $10,000. On this 
Wood's law office collected a fee 
of $1000. This is against the law. 
A Congressman is paid by all 
the taxpayers and is not per- 
mitted to collect from any one 
taxpayer, no matter how many 
favors he does. 

Here is how the fee was paid. 
First, Charles Holcombe, accord- 
ing to a statement by Mack 
Stanfield, father of the injured 
boy, suggested that part of the 
$10,000 be paid back to Con- 
gressmah Wood. Later, Carl Tal- 
lant, the Congressman’s law 
partner in the firm of Wood & 
Tallant, suggested a fee of 10 
per cent. Tallant not only was 
Wood’s law partner, but got a 
salary from Uncle Sam of $7022 
as Wood’s assistant, and han- 
dled law cases on the side from 
the vantage point of Wood’s 
office. 

So Tallant made out a check 
for $1000 and Mack’ Stanfield, 
father of the injured boy, 
signed it. 

I have a photostat of the 
check, dated Sept. 13, 1947, on 
the Bank of Canton, Ga. Wood 
once admitted publicly on the 
floor of Congress that he got 
the money. -

WASHINGTON, May 23. 


HE UNITED STATES should meet the challenge of Com- 
munism by announcing jointly with Great Britain and other 
industrialized nations that it is prepared to assure for at least 


10 years a much larger flow of capital into underdeveloped 


countries. 


This is the major recommendation in a study, Partnership for 
Freedom, made public today by Americans for Democratic Action, 


a non-partisan. progressive organization. 


The publication was 


financed by a grant from the Whitney Foundation to the Union 
for Democratic Action Educational Fund, Inc. 


The 52-page booklet amounts 
to a concise summation of the 
problems facing the United 


Nations in connection with the 
underdeveloped countries- of 
Asia, 
and suggestions for dealing with 
them on an economic rather than 
a military basis. It is sponsored 
by 15 well-known persons, in- 
cluding Mrs. Eleanor Roosevelt. 

The study estimates that the 
flow of capital from all devel- 
oped countries within the free 
world to all underdeveloped 
countries totals between a bil- 
lion and a billion and a half dol- 
lars a year. It recommends the 
capital-exporting nations agree 
among themselves: to export 
three billion dollars annually 
within a few years. 

How Pian Would Work. 

This would be done through 
existing agencies and in further- 
ance of a partnership arrange- 
ment between industrialized and 
underdeveloped countries. The 
capital-exporting countries would 
meet regularly to discuss prob- 
lems and goals, possibly under 
the auspices of the World Bank. 

The target figure of three bil- 
lion dollars would be made up 
of one-third of private. invest- 


and one-third of public grants.

In the day nurseries supported by 
the Community Chest, the purpose is 
to serve families who, for some good 
reason, require day-time care of their 


* children. 


Extreme care is taken to assure 


that such good reason exists. 


It may 


be that the mother is the sole sup- 
port of the family, or that the father 
is keeping the family together while 


the mother. 


in the hospital, or that 


both parents must work in order to 
‘provide sufficient ihcome for the 


amily. 


Or, the situation may be that an 
emotionally disturbed child needs su- 
pervised play in a normal group, 


or that a physically or mentally han- 


dicapped child needs association with 
normal children under skilled teach- 


ing supervision. 


Once the need for nursery care is 
established, and the child is accepted 
in the nursery, the family is charged 


’ “on the basis of its financial ability 


to pay, taking into consideration the 
total income of the family, the size 
of the family, and other related fac- 


tors. 


If a family is able to pay the full 
eost of care for the child, it pays 
the maximum fee, which represents 
the cost per child for providing that 
service. Those able to pay part of the 
cost, but not the full cost, de so, and 
those unable to pay at all are ac- 


cepted free of charge. 


Most parents pay a part of the cost 
and the difference is subsidized by 
the Community Chest. Those able to 
pay the full cost represent a very 
small minority of the families served.

Is the talk of a month's or even a whole sea- 
son's postponement of inoculations due to 
genuine and well-documented scientific consid- 
erations, or to poor organization, administrative 


- indecision, and a bureaucratic fear to take re- 


sponsibility in the face of public concern—much 
of which can be traced, incidentally, to the Gov- 
ernment’s stop-and-go record? 

No information that has been given to the 
public so far would appear to justify on scien- 
tific grounds a protracted delay in the inocula- 
tion program or detailed retesting of all vaccine 
produced to date. 

The information made public by Secretary 
Hobby and Surgeon General Leonard A. Scheele 
to date is that safety of the vaccine can be ques- 
tioned only in the case of supplies coming from 
one manufacturer. In the case of all other sup- 
plies, no unusual number of polio cases has been 
observed among vaccinated children and no other 
untoward effects have been reported. 

If these facts are still true, then what reason 
can theré be for throwing a monkey wrench into 
the inoculation program at a crucial time? Why 
take blunderbuss action against all vaccine sup- 
plies when the facts justify action ofly against 
some? - 

Whatever the Public Health Service decides, 
we hope its officials will undertake to be com- 
pletely frank with the American people. The 
people need not be treated like retarded children. 
They are able to know the truth and they should

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One House at Work 

The Missouri Senate is in recess during this 
last week of the Legislature. It is a poor time 
for the Senators to take a little vacation. 

By recessing until May 30, the day before the 
Légisiature must end, the Senators left more 
than 100 House méasures high and dry. Some of 
these are bills which the state can do without: 
a hastily improvised retirement plan for state 
employes, an unnecessary bill to delay equaliza- 
tion of property tax assessments in 26 counties, 
or the politically inspired plan to increase old 
age pensions once more. 

These mé@a@sures were abandoned, however, 
without much deliberation, Other bills will 
emerge from conference committees this week 
and such important public business should not 
have been left casually for the last day or two 
of the session. 

House members suspect the Senators of walk- 
ing out on them ip pique. This suspicion arises 
from last week’s childish squabble between two 
housgs in which each tried to stand on its dignity 
and fell flat on its face. 

But this particular session is an especially i1- 
logical time for a vacation. Both Senators and 
Representatives had approved a constitutional 
amendment for annual legislative sessions. They 
had génerally agreed that the present biennial 
sessions simply did not give them enough time 
to do their jobs. And then the Senators gave up 
the little time remaining to them and walked out. 

After last week's storm and fury in the halls of 
the Capitol, one legislator remarked: “This dis- 
graceful exhibition is the best argument for a 
unicameral legislature,” Now that is about what 
Missouri has in session in Jefferson City. 
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Invitation to Union Electric Co. 

The Missouri Public Service Commission has 
scheduled an important conference this week. 
It has invited Union Electric Co. and public of- 
ficials from St. Louis and the county to discuss 
the utility's earnings. Since there is a possibility 
that the company’s 1954 profits may justify a 
downward revision of its rates, this is a meeting 
none of the local officials should miss. 

The conference results from a finding by the 
commission's accounting staff that Union Elec- 
tric earned a net of 7.16 per cent on its Missouri 
operations last year. If the finding stands up 
under further study the commission will have 
sufficient reason for docketing a full-fledged rate 
casé. This would be aimed to cut back Union 
Electrie’s earnings to the 6.50 per cent ceiling 
the commission customarily permits. 

Judging from the finding on Union Electric 
the commission is keeping a diligent eye on the 
profits of those it regulates. This is its duty, of 
course. But the citizen who hears of the com- 
mission Only when the bus, telephone, electric or 
gas companies want more money may be inclined 
to forget that it exists to serve the public inter- 
est. That means reasonable rates to the consumer 
as well as reasonable profits to the utilities. 
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' Mid-America Jubilee 

A “miniature World's Fair” is planned for the 
Mississippi riverfront park area, beginning a 
year from next September. The idea, as devel- 
oped by the Metropolitan Chamber of Commerce 
and indorsed by Civic Progress, Inc., many busi- 
ness and civic leaders of the area, is to have an 
annual major exposition of a month's duration 
each fall. Plans call for industrial, scientific and 
agricultural displays and daily events on a large 
outdoor stage for school, fraternal, religious, 
folk, veterans and other groups. 

Steps have been taken already, according to 
former Mayor Kaufmann who announced the 
project as president of the Chamber of Com- 
merce of Metropolitan St. Louis, to form a non- 
profit organization to be known as the City-Coun- 
try Cavalcade, Inc. The name of the planning 
and executing organization is designed to recog- 
nize the fair’s main objectives. These are “to 
dramatize the inter-dependence of rural and 
urban interests, to stimulate business in the area 
and to provide a showcase for community achieve- 
ments by citizens of St. Louis and the surround- 
ing area.” 

As planned, the fairground would be set up 
on the southern portion of the Jefferson National 
Expansion Memorial area. This would leave the 
present parking area to the north for its present 
use or for other development by the National 
Park Service, which is co-operating in the fair 
plans. Pledges have been received to under- 
write a guarantee fund of $400,000 for the fair 
scheduled for a year from next September. 

Economic conditions have changed greatly in 
St. Louis and the nation as a whole since plans 
were proposed soon after World War II for a St. 
Louis fair. In the interval many communities, 
including Chicago, have had successful exhibi- 
tions that have contributed to the entertainment 
of large numbers of people, at the same time 
stimulating much business activity. 

A series of important anniversaries in the his- 
tory of St. Louis is coming in the years imme- 
diately ahead. They could be passed without 
recognition only by a community which cared 
nothing about its past and little abeut its present 


or future. Undoubtedly these civie and historical © 


celebrations can be worked into plans for the 
Mid-America Jubilee. 
One Wsplay that surely should be included 


would be a large model of the prize-winning 
design for the riverfront park including the pro- 
posed Saarinen arch. If there is a miniature of 
the entire design with a sacale-size stainless steel 
arch standing up above low plantings, St. Louis 
will see what a symbol that sweeping arc in the 
sky can be. 


Everybody Benefits , 

Not much vocal opposition has emerged against 
the bond issues that will be voted on Thursday. 
But one point raised by some opponents deserves 
attention. This is the Vague and ill-informed 
charge that the bond issue is only méant to bene- 
fit the downtown business district and that it will 
not do the other sections of the city any good. 

There is no doubt that owners of downtown 
property have an important stake in the outcome 
of this bond issue. The fact is that they will 
have to pay for a substantial part of it. While 
the central business district occupies only about 
2 per cent of the total land area within the city 
limits it contains about 20 per cent of St. Louis’s 
total assessed value for tax purposes. Naturally, 


owners of downtown property are interested in 
the bond issue. 

By the same token property owners through- 
out the city have an important vested interest in 
downtown. A substantial decline in property 
values in the central business district would 
quickly be reflected\ in a substantial increase in 
property taxes throughout the rest of the city. 

Clearly, everyone has a stake in what happens 
to the downtown business district. Anythifg thet 
can make it more atcessible—expressways, for 
example—is obviously in the public interest. 
Even so, expressways help neighborhoods, too, 
by channeling heavy automotive traffic away 
from residential streets. 

But the outstanding point about the bond issue 
is that it benefits the whole city. Parks, play- 
grounds, community recreation centers, branch 
libraries, a planetarium, an expanded Art Mu- 
seum, health centers, slum clearance—these are 
projects that will improve the whole body of St. 
Louis, not merely one section of it. 

The fact is that the school and municipal bond 
issues will benefit everyone in one way or an- 
other. That is why they deserve an overwhelm- 
ing flood of YES votes. 
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Up and Down’ Day by Day 

The Russian air force appears to become larg- 
er and smaller and better and worse day by day, 
depending upon the point of view in this country. 
As the latest development in a string of conflict- 
ing reports, the well-informed magazine Aviation 
Week says Russian air progress has “shocked” 
American military aviation leaders. 

If official statements follow their natural 
course, this report will produce a contradictory 
reply from Washington in the course of the day. 

The question of Soviet air progress arose with 
the disclosure of new Red bombers and fighters 
in the May day parade in Moscow a year ago. 
Thousands of persons viewed these planes in the 
ensuing year, the Pentagon finally released a 
statement about Russian advancements following 
May day this year. 

After congressional demands for a fuller ex- 
planation. Secretary of the Air Force Talbott 
announced that the United States Air Force was 
mere powerful than Russia’s. The same day, 
however, Brig. Gen. Woodbury M. Burgess, in- 
telligence officer, rated Russian fighters and 
bombers equal to our best and suggested that 
the Red air force might be larger than-ours. The 
next day the Air, Force Chief of Staff, Gen. 
Nathan F. Twining, disagreed but said the Rus- 
sians wére indeed gaining. And so it goes. 

Obviously Russian warplanes do not appear 
and disappear overnight according to pronounce- 
ments from Washington. The American people 
are thoroughly confused about a matter of high 
public interest. Senator Lyndon Johnson of 
Texas says the public does not know whom to 
believe. And he has called on Secretary of 
Defense Wilson to “‘step in and clear up” the 
bewilderment. 

This supports the earlier request of Senator 
Stuart Symington of Missquri for a “balance 
sheet” on relative American-Russian air strength. 
The Administration should prepare one. For the 
eonfusion in the public mind clearly arises from 
confusion in the reports of the high command. 
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Count the Consumers 
When City Counselor Samuel H. Liberman 
urged Senators in Washington not to proscribe 
federal regulation of natural gas producers, he 
was speaking for thousands of gas users in the 
St. Louis area. 


Consumers here are protected to a point by 
regulation of distribution utilities and pipelines. 
But they still lack a real defense against gas 
price rises if there is no control over the gas 
going into the pipelines hundreds of miles away. 


In this same consumer-producer political con- 
tést, the Illinois State Chamber of Commerce 
has published a brochure supporting the claims 
of oil companies that Congress should prohibit 
federal regulation of the natural gas industry. 


Part of the argument is that gas rate regula- 
tion could well lead to regulation of every other 
commodity. That is, federal control of gas rates 
in Texas might suddenly lead to control of corn 
prices in Illinols. Of course, the Government 
already controls gas distributifig utilities, which 
has not led po any such results, but let that pass. 


What is interesting is the claim of the Illinois 
Chamber of Commerce that the people of the 
state need more gas, and hence should inspire 
gas production by helping to block rate regula- 
tion. This is not what neighboring Michigan 
and Wisconsin discovered when their gas priees 
shot up in the absence of control over gas rates 
‘way down in Oklahoma. 


The Illinois State Chamber of Commerce 
boasts 13,200 members. It is a safe guess that 
many of them are gas consumers and mighty few 
aré gas producers, at least in Illinois. A poll of 
the membership might be in order. 
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Not What It Used to Be 

We find it hard to understand the case of the 
Dutchess County, N.Y., housewife who was con- 
victed of refusing to yield a party line so a neigh- 
ber could report a fire. Our understanding of 
party lines always has been that any one of the 
parties was always glad at any time to yield the 
line in the sense of sharing it. You yielded, yes, 
but you listened; and the rewards of listening 
were always supposed to be full compensation for 
the inconvenience of interrupting your own con- 
versation. What has happened to the party line 
etiquette and habits we used to know?

Newspaper in Deep South gives other side to issue of end- 
ing racism in public schools; says Southern mores and taboos 
cannot be set aside by Supreme Court order; Southern whites 
are unwilling, editorial contends; urges local determination. 


From The Macon (Ga.) News 


The first anniversary of the United 
States Supreme Court’s decision that 
segregation in the public schools is un- 
constitutional, finds Georgia and three 
other Southern states (South Carolina, 
Mississippi and Louisiana) officially un- 
prepared to accept or follow the decree. 


Nine Southern states are awaiting 
court instructions and seven Border 
states are moving toward integration. 


The Supreme Court is expected to 
soon say how its ruling on what is the 
law shall be enforced. It appears to have 
three broad alternatives: 

1. To set a deadline of September, 
1955 or September, 1956, for integration, 
as urged by the National Association for 
the Advancement of Colored People. 

2. To remand the cases to lower 
courts, permitting the judges in indi- 
vidual federal districts to gauge commu- 
nity sentiment and weigh local problems 
without a time limit in requiring ad- 
justment to the decree, as was general- 
ly recommended by attorneys represent- 
ing the states, 

3. To allow district courts discretion, 
but with guarantees that such discretion 
would not encourage delay in integra- 
tion, as suggested by the Department of 
Justice. 

In our view, the court, which took 
nearly 60 years to make up its own mind 
and decide that the “separate but equal” 
concept handed down in Plessy vs. Fer- 
guson was wrong and segregation per se 
was illegal, cannot possibly expect such 
a far-reaching decision to be implement- 
ed until the people who will have to 
implement it are ready to do so, 


Turning the Clock Ahead? 


The court, in its decision of May 17, 
1954, said the clock could not be turned 
back. Neither can it be pushed forward 
and until the white people of the South 
who pay the taxes, administer the 
schools and make the state and local 
laws, change their opposition to mixing 
the races in the publie schools, the 
clock will not be pushed forward. 


Justice Frankfurter, in the April 
hearings, said: “There are certain un- 
alterable facts of life that cannot be 
changed even by this court. I am not 
talking about the feelings of the people, 
I am talking about districting, the ac- 
commodations, the arrangement of per- 
sonnel, and all the complexities that go 
with the administering of schools.” 


True, the administrative complexities 
of a transition from segregated to inte- 
grated schools would be enormous, and 
perhaps even beyond the imagination of 
a non-Southerner, but Justice Frank- 
furter is disturbing when he mentions 
“unalterable facts of life that cannot be 
changed even by this court” and then 
so casually dismisses “the feelings of the 
people.” 

The attitude of the Southern public, 


not the administrative difficulties of 
transition, is what will prevent integra- 
tion in this state and others at this time 
or in the near future. 

The South, to those who were not 
born and have not lived here, is a neat 
and understandable kingdom of the 
mind. 

Its 50,000,000 people and 11,000,000 
school children are referred to glibly 
by those who are attempting to change 
rights, mores. customs and modes of 
life, with little understanding of what 
such changes involve. 


The court has said that public educa- 
tion is the most important function of 
local government. Few will disagree. 


Yet the court, which assigns the re- 
sponsibility for public education to state 
and local government, is unwilling to 
give the necessary accompanying au- 
thority for the administration of public 
education to that same state and local 
government. 


The Issue Is Not Statistics 


For many years, state and local gov- 
ernments have fulfilled the function of 
providing schools in the South. But one 
year ago, the court said that such gov- 
ernments were performing these func- 
tions illegally. 


Do not these state and local govern- 
ments, which govern with the consent 
of the governed, have a right to ask 
postponement of a suicidal policy which 
would only infuriate their people? 

Human relationships, in the South or 
elsewhere, cannot be reduced to the 
cold figures of a stack of statistics. 


The ease and intimacy which exists 
between Southern white and Southern 
Negro, and is tolerable because the ta- 
boos are tacitly understood on both 
sides, cannot be uprooted overnight, 
leaving only a vacuum of fear for both 
races. 

The taboos, the “selective segrega- 
tion” which permits a Negro woman 
to nurse a child and prohibits the same 
child from having a Negro schoolmate, 
have existed in a society of privileged 
inequality for hundreds of years. 


Will the Southern Negro really profit 
if this system is destroyed and replaced 
by the same society of underprivileged 
equality which exists in the desegre- 
gated regions of America? 

What the Supreme Court is up 
against, what the’ nation-is up against, 
is that Southern whites are unwilling at 
the present time to permit forced mix- 
ing of the races in the public schools. 

The only wise move the court can 
make in this situation is to turn the seg- 
regation problem over to the federal 
district courts, leaving it up to the in- 
dividual federal judges to decide when 
the attitude of the people is such that 
integration can be permitted. 


Communism and Feudalism Are Companions’ 
From The Dayton Daily News 


Louis Fischer, the historian, spoke in 
Cincinnati on the future of Asia. 
“Where there is feudalism there will be 
Communism,” he said. 

This is the essence of the Western 
technical aid race against time. For 
through it, whether U.N. or U.S. ad- 
ministered, we seek to emancipate the 
minds as well as modernize the methods 
of Asian and Middle Eastern countries. 
It is not only the way the land is worked 
but the system of landlord tenure that is 
still, in many areas, trapped in the 
dark ages. 

Pakistan, southeastern anchor of a 
building Mid-East defense system, is a 
good example, and about as effective an 
anchor now as a bucketful of jello. In- 
dian Moslems who insisted on carving 
out this geographically divided state had 
dreams and ideas without a middle class 


to draw on for their fulfillment. Partic- 
ularly in Sind and the Punjab was feu- 
dalism entrenched. : 

With such problems common in the 
fringe of non-Communist countries from 
the Mediterranean through the Red Sea 
to the South China Sea, it is difficult 
to see why so many in Washington balk 
at comprehending them. The House Ap- 
propriations Committee, for instance, 
has just voted to cut the President’s 
request for U.N. technical assistance in 
half. And Mr. Humphrey of the Cabinet 
still opposes ambitious economic aid 
planning that would mean far more to 
defense of such countries against Com- 
munism than the guns we have been 
giving them, 

The irony {fs that if ahy of them 
should fall through subversion, life -un- 
der Communism would be feudal, too. 


Between Book Ends 


When West Indians Go East 


"Gost mon bee Lemming. (Me. 

George Lamming’s novel, “In the Cas- 
tle of My Skin,” about his boyhood in a 
village on the islands of Barbados in 
the British West Indies, was one of the 
best books of 1953 on almost everyone’s 
list. “The Emigrants” begins in the 
same locale, extending and re-working 
some of the narrative idea of the earlier 
novel, but it has its own interesting gal- 
lery of authentic native types, and the 
scene moves quickly aboard ship to 
cross the Atlantic as it follows a chance 
parcel of emigrant West Indians to 
their new home in London. 


During the voyage the men from Bar- 
bados, Trinidad, Jamaica and Grenada 
discuss how they plan to carve their fu- 
tures out of the complexities of English 
life and they recount vignettes of the 
lives they are leaving behind them. 
Their reasons for emigrating are stated 
succinctly by the Jamaican in a long, 
eloquent passage which begins: “All 

dese people in de 
West Indies, brown 
skin, black skin, all 
kind o’ skin, dose 
wid learnin’ and 
dose with no learn- 
in’, them all want 
to do something. All 
them want to prove 
to somebody dat 
them doin’ some- 
thing or them that 
can do something. 
Poor man prove 
him can get rich. 
Rich man prove 
him can get as rich 
in a next country. 
Him with no education prove education 
is what him want. Him with education 
prove de education him got is equal in 
quality wid education other country 
give. An’ politician prove dat what Co- 
lonial Office doin’ them can do better.” 


The new-found social consciousness 
and fermenting unrest of the people 
with skins other than white is a recur- 
rent theme throughout the sea journey 
and Mr. Lamming makes his points 
with gentle exactitude. When they ar- 
rive in London the author des¢ribes the 
mixed British attitudes toward the West 
Indians and how they are always being 
confused in the British mind with Afri- 
cans. 

Azi and a West Indian open a night- 
club together, another West Indian 
shows his comic incémpetence at fac- 
tory work, a few go to school, and still 
another finds employment in what the 
police suspect is a surreptitious narcotic 
traffic but instead turns out to have to 
do with a weird love potion. The others 
love, marry, and die almost completely 
insulated from Britain; although in the 
heart of London. 

In that fespect alone does Mr. Lam- 
ming’s work fall short of perfection. In 
conveying the West Indians’ detachment 
from their new world, Mr. Lamming’s 
unfettered imagination does the job so 
well that it isn’t always easy for the 
reader to tell what is happening to 
whom, 

“The Emigrants” is a powerful state- 
ment of the social situation of a tiny 
group of little-known people, written in 
a style that is uniquely Mr. Lamming’s 
own. He has done as much with idea-de- 
velopment in dialogue as any writer 
since Plato, setting down the speech of 
the West Indians in a sort of frozen 
music that has a natural appeal. And 
the melodious verse of his descriptive 
passages will insure that~- his work is 
anthologized in creative writing texts of 
the future.

tion and a strengthening of our 
alliances. 


“We should be doing every- 
thing we can to devise world 
policies which will have a firm 
juridical basis, which will win 
the support of our allies and 
which will strengthen collective 
action through the United Na- 
tions. 


We must repudiate go-it-alone- 
ism, remember that Providence 
has not endowed our country 
with any special measure of in- 
fallibility, and play our part as 
a strong, self-respecting but 
humble partner in the com- 
munity of free peoples. 

Moral Leadership Above All. 


Above all, we must do some- 
thing to restore America’s moral 
leadership. . 

This is partly a question of 
simple honesty. It may not be 
in the best taste to say s0; 
but the harsh fact is that the 
unassisted word of the Secre- 
tary of State is no longer be- 
lieved in most of the capitals 
of the world, including Wash- 
ington. Mr. Dulles has cut iso 
many corners, uttered so many 

’ gontradictions, sponsored so 
many false impressions, and 
behaved with such consistent 
self-righteousness and hy- 
as to have long since 

ended his usefulness in official 
position. The first step in re- 
storing the credibility of Amer- 
ica in the world is to stop hav- 
ing Pecksniff as Secretary of 

State. 

Beyond this, we must aban- 
don the policy of tough talk 
and saber-rattling which has cre- 
ated the image of bellicosity we 
have presented to the world in 
recent years. 

Let us have more. real 
strength, by all means; but let 
us talk much less about it. Let 
us never forget the wisdom of 
Theodore Roosevelt: “Never 
draw unless you mean to shoot. 
I do not believe in our taking 
any position anywhere unless we 
can make good.” 

Above all, let us recover world 
leadership by developing poli- 
cies proportionate to the size 
and the terror of the hydrogen 
age. The policies I have enumer- 
ated above, good so far as they 
go, do not go far enough. We 
have thus far failed in the job 
of recalculating our strategy and 
our diplomacy in terms of the 
age of nuclear plenty.

Net debt, as used in the re- 
port, indicated total debt minus 
internal credits, such as the 65 
billion dollars of federal debt 
owing to various agencies of the 
Government. 

Total gross indebtedness at 
the end of 1954, the Commerce 
Department said, was nearly 
70614 billions, a 3.6 per cent rise 
from that at the end of 1953. 

Gross federal debt at the end 
of last year stood at, approxi- 


_mately 29412 billions, while net 


federal debt was approximately 


230% billions. 


Gross indebtedness of state 
and local governments was-neéar- 
ly 38 billions, and their net in- 
debtedness was about 334% bil- 
lions. Corporations had gross 
indebtedness of -208% billions, 
and net debt of approximately 
176% billions. 

The report gave both gross 
and net debt of individuals and 
unincorporated enterprises at 
the end of 1953 as 165% billions. 

At the end of last year, the 
report said, corporate and other 
private debt made up about 
three-fifths of all net indebted- 
ness. Federal debt owed to the 
public accounted for a little less 
than two-fifths of the total, while 
indebtedness of state and local 
governments to the public was 
about one-twentieth of the total.

WASHINGTON, May 5 mtg 
Atomic Energy Commission 
partly relaxed its monopoly of 
atomic invention and discovery 
today. 

The significant move was con- 
tained in a proposed new regula- 
tion setting up procedures for 
giving outsiders access to the 
-AEC’s confidential and secret 
data relating to peaceful uses of 
nuclear energy. « 

Until now, the AEC has had 
first claim on any atomic inven- 
‘tion or discovery made under 
any sort of arrangement with the 
commission, even if the work 
was financed entirely by private 
funds. — 

Under the new regulation, the 
commission will waive its right 
to any invention or discovery re- 
sulting from its issuance of an 
access permit. 


A single exception is that the 
AEC must be granted an irrevo- 
cable, royalty-free, non-exclusive 
license for governmental pur- 
poses. 

The AEC published the text 
of the proposed regulation and 
allowed 30 days for the public to 
submit written suggestions and 
comments. 

In an explanatory statement, 
the commission said: 

“Under the ‘access. permit’ 
program, 
data may be made available-to 
any person wwho can show a 
potential use or application of 


the information in his business, 
profession or trade. 
“However, secret restricted 


data may only be made available 
to persons evidencing a need, 
limited to a definite period of | 
time, for specific information | 
having an immediate or sig- 
nificant effect upon their busi- 
ness, profession or trade.” 

It was noted that any in- 
dividual wanting to use an ac- 
cess permit first must have the 
AEC’s security clearance—‘“Q 
clearance” if he wants secret in- 
formation, “L clearance” if he 
wants confidential information. 

Only United States citizens 
may receive the permits. In a 
further restriction, the AEC 
ruled out “any person who the 
commission knows or has reason 
to believe is owned, controlled 
or dominated by, or is acting as 
agent with respect to an appli- 
cation hereunder for, an alien, 
foreign corporation or foreign 
government.

He added that the shortage 
tended to be self-perpetuating, 
since high schools could not ob- 
tain qualified science and math- 
ematics teachers even for pres- 
ent requirements, and certainly 
not for foreseeable future 
growth. 

To improve high school teach- 
ing of science and mathematics, 
Dr. Libby suggested more quali- 
fied teachers, better teaching 
aids and consolidation of schools 
to permit more courses. More 
qualified students must go to 
college, and those with scientific 
and engineering aptitudes must 
be encouraged to go into those 
fields, he said. 

“Finally, in addition, we 
should consider the improved 
utilization of sciéntists and en- 
gineers by providing additional 
technical personnel to relieve 
them of sub-professional assign- 
ments,” he said. 


Dr. Libby observed that the | 


urgency of the problem was 
widely -recognized, but that 
it seemed 
to be generally accepted, 
adding: 

“It is very difficult to believe 
that so small a group of people 
can be so vitally important.” 

Future of Isotopes. 

Congratulating the university 
on completion of the first in- 
stitutional research and teach- 
ing reactor, Dr. Libby suggested 
that the atomic furnace might be 
used to develop new uses for 
radioactive isotopes, the trans-

“No industries are making sig- 


nificant use of the extremely im- 
portant isotopes of carbon and 
hydrogen, despite the fact that 
the chemistry of these two ele- 
ments surpasses in over-all im- 
portance that of any other pair 
in the whole periodic table.” 
Dr. Libby has a special in- 
terest in the isotopes of carbon. 


Before his appointment to the 
AEC, the University of Chicago 
chemist was best known for hav- 
ing developed the 
clock,” a method of using carbon 
14 to tell the age of archeological 
remains.

FROM what you say in your 
letter, it doesn’t seem to us 
that you have too much of a 
feeding problem.

HOLLYWOOD, May 23. 

HE King James version of 
T the Bible has come ailive. 

From its pages Joseph and 
Elijah and Nehemiah now speak 
—in the rich and versatile voice 
of a Bible student and native 
St. Louisian, Marvin Miller. 

Of course the many-sided 
Miller is not known chiefly as a 
Bible student. Television fans 
know him as Michael Anthony, 
star of “The Millionaire” (on 
KWK-TV Wednesday evenings) 
radio listeners know him as a 
popular radio emcee, and movie- 
goers may remember him in a 
number of films, including top 
roles in “Johnny Angel,” “In- 
trigue” and “Shanghai Story.” 

But while carrying on screen 
and air wave activity, Miller has 
found time to complete the re- 
cording of the entire Bible on 
super long-playing records, 

The completed albums have 
become known as “The Talking 
Bible.” They took two years to 
record, contain more than 700,- 
000 words, and require nearly a 
week to play, day and night. 
Although the project was and 
is a commercial venture, record- 
‘ed by Miller for the Audie Book 
Company of St. Joseph, Mich., 
it is also a notable event for 
many Bible-lovers who for years 
have longed to hear the drama 
and movement and emotion of 
the Scriptures as well as read 
them. 

Miller was selected by the 
book company after a careful 
study of available voice talent. 
He also has now recorded for 
them three other albums: Se- 
lections from Edgar Allen Poe, 
an anthology of famous poems, 
and “Alice in Wonderland.” In 
“Wonderland” he was narrator 
as well as 32 other voices—but 
not Alice’s. 

These were relatively simple 
for Miller. Jt was in his prepar- 
ation for the Bible recording 
and his actual readings that he 
found at once his greatest labor 
and greatest love. His wife, the 
férmer Elizabeth Dawson, an 
artist and writer, says that he 
used to come home from one of 
these Bible recordings in a state 
of complete exhaustion, which is 
an unusual state for Miller. 
Habitually he is full of verve 
and flowing, easy speech, a man 
enormously engrossed in his 
work of the day. 

Miller approached his Bible 
task with reverence and some 
trepidation. “‘When I was a kid in 
St. Louis I thought at times how 
wonderful it would be to get 
into the ministry,” he said at 
his home here. “I had always 
been a regular church-goer, and 
later as a radio broadcaster usu- 
ally was assigned to cover relig- 
fous broadcasts. In addition, I 
did havé a solid background of 
self-imposed Biblical study. 

“Well, a few years ago, this 
audio-recording group came 
along. At first the company 
just wanted to record outstand- 
ing literature. But it found the 
need for a recorded Bible so 

great that it far transcended 
anything else it could do. Audi- 
tions were started to find a suit-

with a sound background of 
Bible study who could make the 
meaning of the words clear. 
“I tried out—and was really 
amazed when I was selected. I 
told them I would have to pre- 
pare the background for my 
recordings very carefully.” 
Miller explained that he 
wasn’t worried about doctrinaire 
interpretations of the Bible but 
in studiously correct translations 
of the meaning—through pauses, 
voice intonations and emphasis, 
and a range of other vocal 
changes. This clarity of mean- 
ing had to be achieved without 
deleting or changing a single 
word of the entire Bible, for it 
was decided, with the advice of 
Biblical experts, that no portion 
should be edited. 
~- As an example of the sort of 
problem that confronted him at 
frequent intervals, Miller point- 
ed out that in the Book of 
Psalms the sentence occurs, “I 
prevented the dawn,” in which 
the meaning is “I get up before 
dawn.” Here the word “pre- 
vented” is used in the sense of 
“anticipating” or “coming be- 
fore”—as now used in the prefix 
“pre.” In reading this sentence, 
therefore, Miller sought to make 
the meaning clear* by stressing 
the “pre” in “prevented.”

wrote marginal notes for guid- 
ance in enunciation, intonation, 
pauses and various inflections. 
He found the New Testament 
much easier to convey because 
it was translated from the 
Greek, and the 54 scholars who 
labored for seven years under 
King James I of England on 
the new revision knew more 
about Greek than Hebrew. 

But fine interpretations of 
word meanings were but a small 
part of Miller’s responsibility. 
His nuances of voice and char- 
acter portrayals are _ utilized 
most effectively in the Biblical 
war songs, laments, proverbs, 
prayers and poetry. Early in 
his radio career Miller put on 
one-man radio shows in St. 
Louis, playing as many as six or 
more parts. This experience 
came in very handy in the Bible 
recording. 

Sometimes Miller, in follow- 
ing the Bible literally, had to 
work with four sets of quotes— 
not only quotes within quotes,

HERE’S an old saying to the 
T effect that if you want to get 

an important job done, ask 
a busy person to do it. This 
explains how Mrs. Gilbert Harris 
happened to be elected president 
of the St. Louis League of 
Women Voters right in the mid- 
dle of the campaign being con- 
ducted by the Citizens School 
Bond Committee of which she is 
chairman, a job which followed 
her three years’ chairmanship of 
the League’s Education Commit- 
tee. 


“Rosalind — “Roddy” to her 
friends—Harris was one of the 
busiest women in town before 
she took on the bond issue as- 
signment but she managed to 
encompass a little more in her 
6:45 a.m, to midnight working 
day. 

“I don’t think anything has 
been neglected except my gar- 
den which is overwhelmed with 
weeds,” she laughs. “And the 
children say my cooking has 
suffered.” 


This latter, she says, is a tem- 
porary condition which will be 
remedied after the peak is 
passed on election day Thursday, 
when, she hopes, the voters will 
return a two-thirds yes vote for 
school bonds. Until then, she 
has a feeling, things are going to 
get worse before they get better. 


“I suppose any campaign, 
whether it’s a bond issue or the 
charity kind in which I used to 
he active, is a confusing proc- 
ess,” she says. “Everyone work-

One thing that is encouraging 
to the prospective passage of the 
bond issue, she believes, is that, 
“Parents know the needs are 
desperate. There are no frills in 
our program.” 

“For instance,” she elaborates, 
“there are three housing proj- 
ects being built where there are 
no schools for chlidren to at- 
tend. Right now at Cochrane, 700 
children are transported all over 
the city in busses every day. 
School buildings are old, several 
over 50, one 85 years of age. 
Harris Teachers’ College has its 
cafeteria in the corridor. Light- 
ing is poor in all the schools. 
Some of the play yards are so 
small that you couldn’t get all 
the children in them if they 
just stood perfectly still. Play 
spills out onto the sidewalks and 
the streets. 

“You can’t even say that con- 
ditions are like the horse and 
buggy days because then, chil- 
dren had sufficient play space, 
and they didn’t have poor light- 
ing in a day of good lighting.”

Louis public school system when 
“people used to come from all 
over the United States to copy 
our schools.” She herself at- 
tended Clark School, Soldan 
High and Washington University.

ABOUT 100 YEARS AGO a 
change took place in our social 
pattern. For one thing, middle- 
class families became very slop- 
py and sentimental in their 
thinking about marriage. Where- 
as the parents of all previous 
centuries had accepted the re- 
sponsibility of arranging a suit- 
able marriage for a daughter, 
the parents of the late nine- 
teenth century sat around wait- 
ing for the lightning to strike. 
Love, they thought, was some- 
thing that just happened, and 
marriages were made in Heaven. 

Ever since that time the Amer- 
ican girl has been-strictly on her 
own. Her parents having aban- 
doned the matrimonial initia- 


tive, she has had to learn, like 
Benjamin Franklin, to use a 
silken thread in attracting the 
lightning. 

And that, if you follow my 
leapfrog logic, is why we have 
sororities. (It is no strange coin- 
cidence that they originated in 
the nineteenth century.) Girls 
must have, and should have, so- 
cial life; it furnishes the atmos- 
pheric conditions where _ the 
matrimonial lightning can oper- 
ate most strikingly. In a coedu- 
cational university, the sorority 
offers her a way of organizing 
her social life, of giving form 
to what would otherwise remain 
amorphous and diffuse. A sorori- 
ty is as purposeful as one of 
Jane Austen’s match-making 
mothers, and considerably more 
intelligent.

IN HIS FINE BOOK which is 
just off the press, “The Pur- 
poses of Higher Education,” Dr. 
Huston Smith has this to say 
about social life: “If anything, 
students are apt during their 
lives to be judged more fre- 
quently 6n their abijity to par- 
ticipate in social sithations than 
on their I.Q.’s or classroom 
learning. In any event, inner 
resources generally count for 
much more if they flow through 
social channels with ease and 
comfort than if they must re- 
main bottled up within the in- 
dividual.” 

Organization is what provides 
the channel, giving direction and 
swiftness to the flow. Organiza- 
tion is necessary for effective- 
ness. It is precisely because a 
sorority is highly organized that 
it can make a contribution to 
the individual and to the cam- 
pus.

Your Memory 
For Names 


F YOURS is a difficult name, 
it has taught you a lesson, 
You know how annoying it is 
to the owner when a name is 
mispronounced or misspelled. 
Whether or not a name is 
complicated, it’s unflattering to 
hear it used incorrectly, and 
worse if it is forgotten. Un-

Experience of your own points 
out the enormous difference be- 
tween stumbling over names— 
which puts everyone at a disad- 
vantage; and remembering them 
and pronouncing them exactly 
right—which certainly creates 
an excellent impression any- 
where. Have you ever known 
anyone who had a good memory 
for names, who didn’t work at 
it? Which means that this win- 
ning talent can be a special 
charm of yours, too. 

Always look directly at the 
person who’s being introduced 
and repeat his name. Make a 
real effort at that instant to im- 
press the name on your mind. 
Then use the name again al- 
most immediately, in addressing 
the person himself if it is pos- 
sible to do so without awkward- 
ness, and it usually is. Later, 
purposely recall the meeting 
and again concentrate on the 
name. 

Improvement comes, swiftly 
or slowly, but surely with prac- 
tice. Never say you have a bad 
memory for’names. This is a 
sareless statement that admits 
you have not felt enough need 
for this important courtesy to 
try to remember. Use the same 
care in writing a name correctly 
as you do in speaking it, and 
this, too, shows the respect for 
others that makes them respect 
you,
